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While Tcny is away I have had to help out my daughter financially since her household expenses 
have doubled without the additional income brought in, by Ten-y's employment

from becoming a statistic all to common for African -Aracrican males. I have 2 sons of my own, 
and as a mother I can attest to tlie work that goes into preventing your African-American sons 
from falling in the traps the world sets for them. It is unfortunate for Terry, hut it is not too late 
to give him another chance to redeem himself and right any wrongs as the court sees fit.
